iBelntiou of riiilippines Decided on a 
Customs Case. 

TVashiagtou, Dec. 2.— Opinions wore 
rendered in- the United States Supreme 
court today in ^he last two of the in- 
splar test oases. One of them was tliat 
known as the "Fourteen Diamond Itings 
case," involving the relationship o£ the 
lUuitcd States to the Phillppiiie Islands 
from a torilT point of view, and the oth- 
<'r what is known na the Doolcy case 
iNo. 2, involving the' .constitutioua'lity of 
thc! collodion of duty oh goods shipped 
from New York t(f Puerto Ilico. 

In tli(! former case, tlie court, through 
Chief .Tustice h'uller, held tlnil the di.i- 
nnond rings hrotiglit in .from tlie riiil- 
ippincs and over wliich the case arose, 
should liave been o'i;yiipted from duty 
under the Paris trear.v of peace, which 
■ninde the Philippines United States ter- 
ritory. Till' deciT^ioii in tlic Pliilip])iao 
■case folIi>wed closely thai of the lirst 
Puerto itii'im case at tlie last tenn. In 
llio Dooley case, dcciiled today, it was 
lii'Iil tliiit the duty collected on goods 
carried from N((W York to Puerto Kico 
wa.s perinissilile, but tliat it was in 
reality a ta.v for the lienefit of the 
Puerto Ilicans i beinselves, rather tli.'in 
an ONport doty, n-^ w:is cl.ainii'd liy tlie 
ini'r<'hants who antngoiiizi'il tlie goverii- 
nii'iit. 

In bolli eases Ilier(> were dissenting 
opinions, concuirod in by four of tlie 
nine justices of the court. 

The decisions were rendered in the 
room of the Sennle committee on judi- 
cini-y, whore the court is silting tenipor- 
nrily; and owing to the limited space 
•there wore comparatively few persons, 
nnd those lawyers, present. I'hn de- 
livery of tbc opinions in chief, with the 
reading of the disscn'ing opinions, con- 
Lsumed a little more than nn hour, nnd it 
^vas listened to with the closest iitten- 
tioii. 

It is generally lielievod that the finding 
of the Pliilipiiines case wiii lead to early 
efforts to secure legislation for the re- 
gulation of our commereinl relations witli 
tlio-e islands. As the Puerto Hican 
opininn sustains tiin constitutionality of 
thi> li^or'iker act, no eucli nonossity ^vill 
arise with ref(M-eiK'(^ to Pii'Tto Ilico. 

The ease of Kniil .T. Tepke v. tlie 
Piiired Slates is tlie case known as the 
Fourteen Diamond Rings case, nnd in- 
volves the constitutionality of the impo- 
sition of customs duties upon ■merchan- 
dise brouL'lit into the United States 
from the Pliilip)iine islands after tlie ex- 
cli.'ingc of the poMce treaty ivith Spain. 
'I'lie opirion was handed down by Chief 
.iii'^tipe Fuller. 

The opinion was adverse to the claims 
of the governmcn', on the groiiml that 
the Philippine islands were, at tlie time 
the rings wore brought in, tfiiitcd States 
territory. Ceasing to he foreign terri- 
tory, tUey became domestic territory, be 
«ai<l. Thc decision in the .Do I-rinia Puer- 
to Rican enscs was cited at length, and 
it -wnfl held that the resolution adopte 1 
Iby congress concerniiig the Pliiliiiiiines 
■was not Bufllclcnt to change the situ- 
ation. 

The eliief ju.stico coneludod his opin- 
ion by reversini: the decision of the court 
llie!i>w. .lu.stice P.rown rend an opinion 
concurring in the result, but differing 
from the conclusions drawn on minor 
Ijoints.

BulTalo. Dee. 3.— Hon. John Char!- 
tou, M. p., of I/yndoch, Ontario, arrived 
in Buffalo at 11 o'clock this morning, 
and was met nt thc station hy a commit- 
tee of tlie Merchants' lOxchnngo.

I liarlton was tendered a standing lun- 
clicon at . noon oa the tloor of the Mer- 
cnants' ICxchuDge. .^tr. Chariton spoke 
on •'IJociprncity -with Canada," a topic 
in which tlie e.xchay^-e has been tak- 
ing an active intorest, and in the inter- 
ests of wliicii the exchange sent a dele- 
gation to ajipoar before President Roose- 
ve.t. lie sums up the tariff situation as 
lollows:

Washington, Dec. 0.- President llooso- 
velt's first message \.vas submitted to .

President Itoosovelt, after eulogizing 
tho late President as. a public man of 
lofty iatfegrity, a sallaat soldier, and a 
man of broad kindliness of nature, takes 
HI) tho question of anarchy. 

"The anarchist is everj-where," uhc 
mi^ssago says, "not merely thu enemy of 
system and of progress, hut the deadly 
foe oC liihorty. If oyer anarchy is tri- 
umphant, triumph -vvlll last for .but a^ 
momgnt to ,be succeedo^ hy a great 
gloomy night of despotism. 

"No man or body of men preaching 
anarchistic doctriuos should bo allowed 
at large any more than if preaching Iho '. 
murder of some specified private IndlTid-.;. 
ual. Anarchist speeches,', writings dnd ^"^ 
meetings are essentially seditious and^' 
troasona'hle. 

"I earnestly recommend to the cou- . 
greis that in tho cxerciso of Its wise 
discretion it should take into cousider.a- 
tion the coming into tliis country of au- 
nrohists or persons professing principles 
hosiilo to all governmout and justifylug^S 
the murder of those placed in authority. ' 
hucli individuals as those who not long 
ago gathered in oiien meeting to glorify 
the murder of King Ilumhert of Italy 
perpetrate a crime, and the laws slinuld 
ensure their rigorous ptinishment. They 
nnd those like them should lie kept out 
of this country, imd if found here they 
should he promptly deported to the coun- ' 
.try wlionce they came, and far-reaching 
provision should be made for tho .pun- 
ishment of those ■'vlio stay. ■ No matter 
calls more urgently for ithe .wisest 
■thought of the congress. 

"Anarchy is a crime against the whole 
human race, and all mankind should bo 
one against tho nnarcliist. His crime 
.sliould lie jnailo an oJTonco ngaiu.st the 
law of nations, like piracy and that form 
of man ^te.iling known as the slave 
trade, for it is of tar blacker infnmv 
than cither. It should be -so declared 
by treaties amongst nil civilized powers. 
>uch treaties should. giv«i- to. the-fcdoealws 
government the power' of - dealing witir':* 
the crime." . . ■ '.'

"There is a widespread conviction in^vi'tr 
the minds of llio American people," cou-v 
tinucs the message, "that tho great cor- 
porations known as trusts are in certain 
of their features and teiidenciofi hurtful 
to tile geiuii-al pulilic.

It was about & u. m. that liope was 
alLbut nibandoned, for it was then that 
it was found that the baric had si.x feet 
of water at her pumps, and eight feet 
aft. She was settling so much by the 
stern that Capt. Gillespie had the cri'w 
employed iu clearing away the boats and 
getting ready to leave the siukiiig ves- 
sel, which b.v tliis time was getting very 
i;gv and rolling heavily. It seiuued 
.. matter of. hut tt, short time from tlieiw 
Capt. ( Jill espie says," until she must have 
gone down, ' ■'' . "• 

At 1 p. m. a sail was sighted, and it 
proved to he tho schooner ' Arilln frouj 
Ounalaska for A'ictoria. The reversed 
.\merican ensign was hoisted on the 
lligliiand ilaglii-s mast— tlie signal or 
distress— and the bark bore oyer to- 
wards the schooner until the. ve-sids 
were in siieakiir-' ilistaiice, wlii'ii (.aiit. 
Gilles])-p spoke the Arilla and stated 
lhat the Highland Fight was in a siult- 
iii- condition, asking ('apt. .Crowley to 
take oir the shiiiurecked manners, by 
now lliorouglih- I'Nhausted. 

The Ari'Ia then rounded under the lea 
of the bark and the work of getting th>> 
sailors i"om the siii'king ship liegan at 
once. The boats were launc<jetl from 
the lli-jlihiml Fight with difflcmty, 
cons'd.uia- the lo- g sweeps she was 
taking as she rolled in tlie heavy seas, 
and one boat was -smashed,- Its occu- 
pants being saved, however. Two trips 
\\-ere made by the boats belwpen nark 
ami sclHiouor thiongh a, very heavy 
and ultimately all hands wer 
oil hoard th- li-tle schoone-. On the 
s 'cond trip the bo-its took oR" what jm)- 
visions coiilil li.' taken from the bark, 
for the schooner -»vas herself out ol iiro- 
visio-s and could not feed the ship- 
wrecked men. 

lit was OH the afternoon of thio lOth 
thai the old bark was loft, and she was 
then 'foundering, it being but a matter 
of a couple of hours before she plunged 
down into her tomb in that ocean grave- 
yard olT the Vancouver Island coast. Tho 
L'lile had started to renew its violonco 
and was then 'blowing a hurricane from 
the southea-st with a very heavy se i. Th i 
sehoiier was out of provisions and had 
been fur some time, the ship's comimny 
h.-iviug sulisistrd on uotliing but Hour 
and co-n meal for ei'-'ht days. On this 
accoui't it was decided to make for Hos- 
(|uiot, at which point the little vessel ar- 
lived at noon on th" 17th. She came 
to an anchor off tho Tillage a ml the dis- 
astn- was at once reiiorted to the priest, 
who acts as sliipiiim: master there. 

Then the crew of the lost bark and 
the crew of the schooner seiuiraled. The 
sciioner's master, says Capt. Gillespie, 
or leied -Hid iionuds of fresh moat, also 
butter, milk. sugu-. dried apples, am 
a'l necpssary provisions to stock his 
schooner for the remainder of the voy- 
age. Thou he asked Capt. Gillespie to 
sign a bill for the same, which he would 
P'p-eiii- to the United States consul at 
Vi to'ia. hut the captain refused to 
sign the bill, and ordered his men ashore, 
whe'e thov cninped on the l)en<>h. 

This action discomfited Capt. Oi'owell, 
of the Ari'Ia somewhat, and he refuse'l 
'o take the provisions which Bod been 
o-dored, nnd left them on Cai>t. Gilles- 
pie's liiands. He was, ho-n'ever, obliged 
to pnv for 12f pounds n' moat. Capt. 
Gillrspie snvs k" is sorry h-- had to ask 
•Capt. Crowpll for ass's'tnncp. for it 
seemed to be the idea o"" the schooner's 
master that lie would benefit because 
of the assislaiipp rendered. 

The gale seemed. iiiccs«ant. fo^* on the 
morniii'-' of the LStli' it was fitill blow- 
iii'.:. The . ship-wrecked men -\vere em- 
ployed in choiining wood, building liro- 
placps and makiiiir a bunk honsp com- 
fortable by c-'iilkiii" the se/inis with 
moss. Tlipy also built a s'ove. ponviosed 
of <'o-'I oil call! found on the bea<-h. On 
.this day the Iiiiliaiis ci-ue in and re- 
ported a vessel outside in distress, 
which tlipy took to be a schooner, try- 
ing to hold off shorn. Xotliiug more w.'is 
heard of her and she ii-psumably weath- 
pr"d the s'onu all riirlit. 

X'e\l morniiiir the sliipwro'-ked iiipu 
went cliuii dig!.'iiiL' with iiii'iffei-'Mit suc- 
cess, aad tlipy livpd on the be-.cli pr'iper 
to sav" what s'oi-e of leeat thev had. 
'I hoy also tried fi.shiiig with poor sticcess, 
and were becoming used to the situation. 
The winds -.tiiiT' rain continued the fol- 
lowing day, November 20, nnd com- 
ppiled the abandonmenit of the wood 
gnth'^rin!; nnd olotn disgiiiir wo'-k. Thn 
village priest' vi.'ited the camp that day 
and did all ii his po'ver to iaaake the 
siilors comfortnldo.

set fire to the camp. The fire was e'x-

all was well, .-i new stove was built' and 
a new watchman on ileidi.

The two following days, boith dirty 
with heavy rain and strong winds pre- 
vailing, saw .moi-o clam digging expedi- 
tions, nnd Mr. Henry grew worse, his 
legs swelling to an cnornioiiis sizf.

'She has been in 
trouble ofl' the Viincotiver Island coast 
several times, and now has tinally end- 
ed her career there. Diiriug the stormy 
season of Novembi-r, l.SflO, -when such

As an.v 
other tnelhod wo'ibl be contrary to tlir 
policy of law and gnml government, 't 
is usua'ly held that a city must preiiare 
its own plans and specifications, nnd ill 
IKiteiitcd proci.'sses- co»6itnting the .siib- 
iect of a moiionoly mtrst bo excluded 
from the pljins.'" 

That is to say that wItmi a coiiioration 
throws work opei to public competition, 
that corimrat ion .should prepare the |ilans 
and spocifi'-atieiis, but it is not debarrpd 
from dealing \' ilh any syndicate hold- 
ing patent riu'lits, tlioin;1i in such a case 
tlipi-p can be no public eompetitioii.

the people of -British ^lumhia would 
have uo reason to feel proud. Atlia is 
a rich -country. There are good placers, 
much hydraulic ground and plenty of ore 
dcpo.sits, 'hut tiio chief product of the dis- 
trict has been disputes, nuJ men with 
money will not invest it in a place where 
tlioy may 'have to contest claims, real 
or imaginary, to the property offered 
thenil' The one thing needed to give At- 
lin an impetus is scoiidty of title, and 
a resident county conrt judge 'wiU pro- 
vide for thi'. "Wo think the Board of 
Trade of tlie other Coast cities of tlio 
province might very properly join Avith 
the Victoria Board in. urging the case 
upon the atteutidn of the governments. 

The matter <if Yukon trade is of great 
present and prosjieetive importance. Mr. 
Lngrin pointed out that the 20,000 peo- 
ple* of' the .Yukon last year produced 
over .$23,00C5.00O and proTioWy $25,000,- 
000 worth of gold, and that there was 
every reason to anticipate that the out- 
put would soon reach $30,000,000. He 
said tliat no other community in the 
world could he cited which produced 
such an. amount of wealth per capita, and 
that probably tio other people spent jiioro 
money per capita than tho rosidentfi of 
the Yukon. lie directed attontion to 
tho competition of tho groat transporta- 
tion and. commercial companies, which 
use the St. IMichael route, anil claimed 
that it was invpo.ssihle for British Co- 
luiul'iii cities to hold their own under 
existiyg conditions against such com- 
petition. Naturally tho discussion which 
ensued dealt mainly with the freight 
rates over the Wliite Pass route, and the 
hope was expressed that the reductions 
to he made in the tariff of that route 
would even up matters eoinowhnt. The 
decision reached was to telegraph the 
:\linister of Kailwiiys askin.g him not 
to apiu-ove of the new tariff uii'.il the 
I^oaids of Trade of Victoria and Van- 
couver had an opportunity Of inspecting 
it. lint this step, while woll-ndvisod. is 
not a'l that ought to he done in this 
coiuioclion. The -whole subject of 
Nor' he- n t-ade calls for tho gravest 
c >iisideratiou. Our rivals in the I'nited 
States have advanlages over us in this 
regard which must 'be overcome in some 
way. Vessels from that country have 
the <'OM-ting trade of Alaska and of the 
r.o'wer Yuko:i, and this i-; barred -against 
our vessels. Some plan must ho devised 
to offset it, and here arises the matter 
of return freights from the Y'ukon, 
wlrch must in tlie very nature of things 
corsist of lu-e. The 'Council did all yes- 
terday that could ihe reasonably oxpect- 
( d, but we strongly recommend the 
Hoard at its next quarterly session to 
take up the question again and, after 
full diseussiou, see if some means can- 
not lie devised whereby not only our duo 
•share of the iiresent trtide of the Yu- 
kon can he secured, hut we can secure 
what we are entitled to put of the very 
much greater business to te Tmilt up 
there during the next few years. Com- 
mercially this is easily the most impor- 
tant (|uestioii n; w 'before the iieople of 
A'ii-toria anil Vancoavcr.

TIIK PUKSIDBNT'S MB&SAGi:. 

The first Mossngc of President Iloose- 
velt is somewhat of a disnp\>oiutment in 
a literary point o." view. It is verbo-e 
nud grandiloquent rather tliau direct and 
incisive, as one would have expected 
such n document from such a man to 
have been. Otherwise we -find very lit- 
tle in the Message that calls lo:' criti- 
cism, nud a -great deal that can hf 
heartily approved of. 

President Koosevelt takes advanced 
ground in regard to the suppression of 
anarchistic o,:-ganization.s. His language 
on this subject is very strong. To de- 
clare that "no man or body of men 
pri'aching anarchistic doctrines should 
be ailowod at largo any jnoro than if 
-preaching Iho murder of some spccilic 
individual" is going a very long "\vay, 
much further th.'iii we would have ex- 
pected a I'resident of. the United !?tat.<'s 
to have gone, but in view of the fact 
that of the last seven elected Presidents 
of tliat country, three have fallen at the 
hands of assassins, it is not surpris- 
ing tliat the present incuiiilient of the 
office feels the necessity of -dealing with 
anarchy in a manner that will effectual- 
ly snjipress it. ^Vllether Cfiiigress will 
.'Jive elTect to the I'resiileiit's view-;, and 
if s-i, in wliat way, form one of the 
most interesting qqcstious in legislation 
at the jiresent time. President Koose 
Veil would 1 ko foreign g-overmncuts to 
ci-operate -with the United States in 
dealing wi h is menace to governments 
and s ciet.v, and we fanCi- that his airii- .il 
will not fall upon deaf e irs. The govern- 
m 'Ills of Eurojie Avill surely he ready 
to join ia any atteni-pt to orndicnto nii- 
arcliistic organization and pun'sti thos" 
who ]ire:icli aii;irchistic i)roii:ig;inda. To 
accoiniilish this, freedom of speech must 
iieeessarily be icurtailed to sonic extent, 
but just_ as it is necessary to curtiiil 
freedom of action in other matters, po 
in this re P' Ct it is essential to ilo so. 

Tlie I'resident tliinks the great trusts 
and combinations should be regulated 
v'—ro thoy can Mie under the constitu- 
tion of the I'niled Slates, which vests 
in Congress onl.v the control or inler- 
state commerce only. The -proiiosal to 
o.st,ih!is!i a department of coniraorce and 
industry, with power to examine into 
thn wnrkiiigs of tlicso groat organiza- 
tions, is a new deiiarture, which ought 
to 'ho productive of good, althougli it 
will not likol.v he accepted hy the mass 
of people in tho United States as nearly 
radical onoagh. 

Tteciproc'ty in trade matters is favored 
within limitiitioiis. The Presidcnt'y 
suggestion is that reciprocal arrango- 
mout.s shall apply only to those articles 
wliich, through the instrumoiitality of 
protection, have already 'doou placed be- 
yond foreign competition. _ If this rule 
is acted on, it will he very difHcnlf, wo 
fancy, to frame reciprocity treaties that 
will he acco.piahle to any foreign covin- 
try. Tho very essence of reciprocity is 
that there shall /be. some..giya~an^.-takc 
about, it, but Presiieht ^oosevoYt pro- 
poses that it shall ihe all take on the part 
of the United States. 

-Til-'; President calls the war in the 
Philippines an insurrection, and wants 
it treated as hrignndngo ought to he, if 
it is not treated in the countries 
1>C Surnpc. ■Wc- fear there will not Ibe 
exact unanimity of opinion as to the 
status of the hostilities in tlie Philip- 
pines, nud to call tliem an insurrection 
is to put a now meaning upon that 
word. We have never denied the duty 



of the United iStates to re-establish set- 
tled gorermneut in the groat -:Vsiatic 
archipelago,, 'but we can hardly agree 
with the pleasant language applied to it 
hy the President. It is a strange in- 
surrection, wliich is simply resistance to 
conquest by a foreign power. 

The Message defines the Monroe Doc- 
trine, and.w'c ore glad to see that 'Presi- 
dent 'Roosevelt displays iio intention of 
extending its significance. As laid down 
-by its founder, it had the hearty ap- 
proval of the British gpyornment, and if 
it is to he contiuuodi along the Jamk Hue, 
there is no reason .why it should not re- 
ceive a continuation of the same sup- 
port. 

Very naturally tho President is great- 
ly pleased because of the agrcomont 
reached with Great Britain in the mat 
tor of tho Isthmian canal. Tho respon- 
sibility now rests upon tho United 
States of carrying out tho coustruction 
of this inter-oceanic waterway, but wo 
are by no moans sure that all difficulties 
have Tunishcd with tho ahrogatii/u of 
tho Claytoii-Bulwor treaty. Tho Presi- 
dent wants a strong navy, and says so in 
language which savors rather of the 
debating school than of a great putlie 
document. To talk about desiring "th- 
peace of ii just man armed, nut the peace 
granted on terms to tho craven and the 
weakling" is an exhibition of ibatbos for 
the liko of which you may search every 
other presidential message, except this 
one, in vain to find a parallel. The idea 
which' the President wishes to convoy ia 
all right, but, ho has badly sloped over 
in saying it. The reference to th 
"wicked folly of war" roads strangely 
from tho head of a nation which has 
not yot emerged from n contest, which, 
though inevitable, proves ihnt under our 
existing civilization there is no other 
way of settling disputed. 

Of special local interest is tlio recom- 
mendation that tho Chinese Exclusion 
act shall be Inunodiately re-enacted. 

The tone of tho message towards for- 
eign countries is a dosirahle one, and 
cannot fail to produce a very favorable 
impression. Da the whole the 'Message 
is a good one, but it would have been 
much hotter for a little editing -by some 
practical uewsi^aper man. 

SCAinN<5 TOURISTS. 

\^'o have not been al)le to see any 
force in tho point made 'by one of the 
Aldermen to the effect that by refusing 
the contrnrt for the Point Ellice Ibridge 
to th.^ Paget Sound Bridge company wo 
will drive tourists away from the <'ity. 
We do not supiio^e that one perscui in a 
million in the United ^States would Igivo 
the mittor a second thought. If any 
civrnicnt is mn'lo 1>T tourists upon the 
decision it would bo most likely to tho 
effect that the poojilo of Victoria wore 
so d!'te;-inined to build ui) their own in- 
dustries that they would rather pay more 
and have the work done at home than 
get it for less and have tho money sent 
aliroad. But under any conceivable cir- 
cnmslaiices the whole business would 
be forgotten in less than a week. AVe 
did not hear any outcry against Seattle 
when tlio merchants and others of that 
city showed themselves ready to put 
their hands in their pockets and pay 
.^ll.dOn.ono so tliat the Moran company 
might get the contract for 'huilding a 
war sliip. On tlie contrary, we were 
'.'•Id that it showed the proper sp'rit 
And why then is it not 'the proper spirit 
to insist that work shall be done in Vic- 
tori;', when it can be iloti" here? "Why 
will jieoplo applaud what Seattle did and 
yet condemn Victoria for what the peo- 
ple here would liko to see done, n-imoly. 
an op])ortiiiriy given to Victoria nud 
'(':' iricli-in linns g-iierally to tender up- 
on th'' bridge upon absolutely equal 
iteinis? Some of the aldermen are not 
very i!i--creet in the course taken hy 
thcni. We can uiidi'rstand why ihey 
might excuse their aclioii in declining to 
i'onsi(l(-r anv other offer th.-m that from 
the I'u.L'et Sound comjiany, but wc can- 
not see why they would assume an oh 
stnictive ntti ude towards the whole 
work. Surely they do not wish to be 
understood as saying >,'i.-it if the work is 
not to 'he doni- by tlo- Seattle company 
it i-^hall he iudelinitely jiostponed.

The cordial relations with 
other nations which nre so desirable will 
naturally lie promotetl by the course thus 
required by onr many. Interests. 

"The natural line of development or a 
policy of reciprocity will be In connection 
with those of onr productions which no 
lonirer reiiulre all the support mice needed 
to establish them upon a sound basis nnd 
with t.liose others win ro either becnnsc of 
natural or of oennomli' cause; we are bi^ 
.vond the reach of snecessfnl competition.

Over the entire world, of recent years, 
wars between the creat civilized powers 
have become \css and less frequent, wars 
with barbarous or scml-barbnrous people 
come lu nu entlrcl.r dllTerent category, be- 
ing most regrettable but necessary; Inter- 
national police dnty which mii«t be per- 
formed for the sake of niankliul. Peace 
can only be keiit with certalnt.v where both 
sliles wish to keep It. but more and more 
the civilized people arc reallzlu'r the wicked 
folly of war. and nre attnlnintr that comll- 
tlnn of Intelligent regard for the rights of 
others which will. In tho end. as we hope 
and believe, make world-wide peace nossl- 
ble. The peace eonferenco at TJie ITngue 
i;:>ye deflnlle exnresslon to tills hope and 
belief, mill marked a stride towards tlie 
attainment. 

"This same peace conference acquiesced 
lu our stntement of tlic Monroe doctrine as 
compatible with the purposes and alms of 
the confcreupp. 

MOXnOE DOCTRIXR 

"The Monroe doctrine should be the car- 
dinal fc.imre of the foreign policy of all 
nations of the two .Vnierlcas. as It Is of tiie 
riilteil States. .lust sevenly-el-lit years 
have pas.seil since President .Monroe In his 
annual messagi.' auiioiiiiced that 'the Amer- 
liiin cnutlnents are henceforth not to be 
considered as subjected for fixture coloniza- 
tion by an.v European power.' In other 
words, the Jlonroe doctrine Is the doctrine 
that there niusr be no territory iingrandlze- 
nieiit by any non-Anierlcaii power at the 
e.N'peiise of any American power on Aiiierl- 
I'aii soil. It Is 111 no wise Intended as lios- 
lile III any nation In the old world. Sill! 
less Is it Intcniled to clvo power to a;;Kres- 
slon by lu^w world power at the expense of 
any other. It is simply a step, and a long 
step, towards assuring the uulver.sal peace 
of the world by secnrlng the po.sslblllty of 
permanent pence on tills henilsnhere. 

"During the past century these Inlliieiicos 
have established the Derinanenco and Inde- 
pendence of the smaller states of En/opi?. 
ThrouKli tho Monroe doctrine we have to 
be !ihk^ to safeKiinnl liiilenendcnce anil se- 
eiire like iieriiianeiiee for the lesser among 
the ni'W world nations. 

"Tlil.s (loctrlm; 'has nothing to do with 
the coiuinerlcal relations) of any American 
power. It Is inorcl.v n ;,'uarantee of the 
commercial Independence of the .\merl- 
cnns. We do not ask under thl.s doctrine 
an.v exclusive commercial dealings with 
an.v other American state. We do not 
guarantee any state against punishment If 
It misconducts Itself, provided that punish- 
lueiit doea not take tho form! of the acqul- 
pit Ion of territory by any non-American 
sower. 

"Onr attitude In Cuba la n suttlclent 
t'lmrantee of our own Kood faith. Ws 
Imve not the slightest desire to secure any 
territory at the ('xpeiise of any of our neigh- 
bors. We wish to work with them baud 
in hand, so that all of us may be uplifted, 
together, and we rejoice oyer the good for- 
tune of any of them, we gladly hall thoir 
material prosperity .mil political slablUt.v, 
and are conceriieil and nlnrmed If any of 
them fall Into Industrial or political eii.ms. 
We do not wish to see any old world mili- 
tary power grow up on this continent, or 
to be compelled to liecomc a military power 
ourselves. The peoples of America can 
prosper best If left to work .outr.thelr.own 
."(nlvatlon In- their- own, way. I >;-■ ,: 

The work of upbuilding the navy must be 
-itradlly continued. No one point of our 
poIlc.T, forelRii or domestic. Is more Im- 
portant than thin to the honor and mater- 
ial welfare, and .iboye all to tho pc.icc of 
our n.itlon In the tntifrc. Whether wo de- 
sire It or not, wp mu,st henceforth recognize 
that wo have International dutle.-^ no less 
Ihan International rlnhts. Even It our flail 
were hauled down In Ibe Philippines nnd 
Porto lllco. even If wo decided not to build 
the Isthmian canal, we Bhould need a 
thoroughly trained navy or adequate sire, 
or else bo prepared deflnltely and for all 
time to ab'nhdoni the" ldea: that our naf'on 
Is nmone those whose sons Ro down to the 
sea. In ships. . Unless our commerce .'s al- 
ways to be carried In.forelgn bottoms, we 
innst have war craft to pTotect It.

Tlie Decemljer sittings of the Supreme 
court for the hearing ot civil onuses 
opened yesterday before Mr. .Tutitice 
A\'alkera. First on^tlie docket was tho 
now celebrated case of liowenberg, Har- 
ris & Co. against Dunsmuir, in whicli 
tlie iihiintia's seek to recover a claim for 
coinuiisaioii iitiii expenses alleged to hnvo 
iljccn incurred while aetiug as agents for 
the defendant iu negotiating a sale of 
the AWIiington colliery. Tlio ease ban 
ilieen tried on two occasions, iirst, be-
